Washington an rireinan. 


Some interesting little stories aro tcild 


of George Washington in connection 
with the Friendship Fire company, or- 
ganized in 1774 in his home, Alexan- 
dria. 


At first the company consisted of cit- 


izens who, out of "mutual friendship,!' 
agreed to carry to every firo "two leath- 
ern buckets and ouo great bag of ozua- 
bnrg or wider linnen." Washington was 
made au honorary member, and when 
ba -went HIS a delegate to tho congress of 
1774 at Philadelphia he examined tho 
firo engines in nso thoro. On his return 
to Philadelphia to tbo continental con- 
gross in 1775, he bought from a man 
named Gibbs a small fourth class en- 
gine, for the sum of £80 10s., and just1 
before ho eot cut foy Boston heights to 
becoma commander in chief he dis- 
iwtcbed this little engine to the Friend- 
ship company. 
..During his younger days he ahvays 
attended fires in Alexandria and helped 
to extinguish them. In tho last year of 
lii.s life a firo occurred near the market. 
Ho was riding down King street at the 
time, followed by his servant, who was 
also on horseback. 


Washington saw that the Friendship 


engine was insufficiently manned, and 
riding up to n group of well dressed gen- 
tlemen standing near thoGcoueof action 
ho called out authoritatively: 


"Why are you idle there, gentlemen 


It is your business to lead in these-mat 
ters." 
. After which ho leaped off his horse, 
and seizing tho brakes was followed by i 
crowd thiifc gave the engine such n shak- 
ing up as it had not had for many 
day,—Youth's Companion.

Great stress is laid by tho gold meu 


and the churchmen of the country on 
the plank ia the Chicago platform 
relating to the action of the Supreme 
Court ot the United States in the in- 
come-tax cases.

aod if it does not admit that its de- 
cisions may bo erroneous what objest 
csn bo ac«0!uplislied by rehearing cases 
upon which the court has given opin- 
ions? Is it not a face that the Supreme 
Court of the United States baa re- 
versed itself in the legal tender cases, 
and that it was reorganized by a Es- 
publican Congress for the express 
purpose of doing so ?

Supremo Court did on the income tax 
oaaea and see if there is not just cause 
for whnt tb» Chicago platform Buys cm 
the subject. Congress always claimed 
the light, and exercised it ou more 
than one occasion, to levy au iur.orne 
tax to provide revenue for th& support 
of the Government.

como of $5,000 a year, for instance, he 
was required to pay $20 to support the 
Government. Was over a more just or 
equitable system of taxation devised ? 
However, it did not suit tho trusts aud 
syndicates, and they employed the best 
legal talent to fight the law in the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
The case was argued before eight of the 
nine Justices of the Supreme Court, 
Justice Jackson being ill at the time. 
There were four who decided the act 
constitutional and four who held that 
it was unconstitutional. That was not 
satisfactory and a rehearing of the case 
was held when Justice Jackson had so 
far recovered that he could take his 
place on the Bench. It waa not learned 
that any of tho Justices who held tho 
act to be constitutional bad changed 
until it became known that Justice 
Jackson believed the aot to be con- 
stitutional. Then Justice Shiras changed 
his opinion apparently with no mote 
compunction than the Republicans who 
had been for free coinage until Mr. 
Hanna declared against it changed 
theirs, and the court by u, majority of 
one declared the aot unconstitutional. 


Is it treasonable, is it anarchistic to

Seven times has Congress 


passed an income tax act and as many 
times has it been enforced, but now 
because a Justice of the Supreme 
Court changes bis opinion in a few 
months, it is treason, deep and dark 
dyed, to intimate that he is not in 
fallible.

in 1360 declared:

cover of our national flag, aided by 
perversions ot judicial power, as i 
crime against,humanity and a burning 
shame to onr country aud age; and vie 
call upon Congress to take prompt and 
efficient measures for the total und

traffic. 


The "judicial power" referred to was 


tha Supreme Court of the United 
States, which had rendered the Dred 
Scott decision, of which Lincoln said: 


We believe as much as Judge Doug- 


Ing, perhaps more, in obedience to aud 
respect for the Judioal Department of 
the Government, but we think the 
Dred Scott decision is erroneous. We 
know the court that made it has often 
overruled its own decisions and we 
shall do what we can to have it orer- 
rule this. 
We offer no resistance to it. 


If this important decision had been 
made by the unanimous concurrence 
of the judges and without any appar- 
ent partisan bias and in accordance 
with legal public expectation and witb 
the steady practice of the department 
throughout onr history and had been 
in no part based on assumed historical 
facts, which «e not really true; or if 
wanting ID some of these, it had been 
before the court more than once, and 
had then been affirmed and re-affirmed 
through a course of years, it then 
might be, perhaps would be, factions, 
n»y even revolutionary, not to ac- 
qnieee in it as a precedent. But, 
when, at is true, we find it wanting in 
all tbtee claims to pnbllo confidence, 
it it not resistance, it U not factions, it 
to not even disrespectful to treat it as 
not having yet quite established a set- 
tled doctrine of the country. _

There is plenty of room lor explora- 


tion and fresh discovery in Madagascar, 
which ia tho third largest island in 'the 
world. It ia nearly four times the HIM 
of England aud Wales, having an urea 
ot 2:;0,000 square miles. The most re- 
nifu-kabJo animals found there are the 
t-.T.o lomurs, which exist nowhere else 
in !,ho world, though related forms oo- 
jm- iu Africa aud India. They aro re- 
[•iii'ded by naturalists aa links couueot- 
[)-,:< tho monkeys with tho lower inum- 
i;i-iis. There aro about SO species, and 
tho collection made by Dr. W. B. Ab- 
bott contains ono that is entirely new 
to science. ThB biggost are abont three 
i'eeo loug. 


Quo of the most remarkable species is 


called tho "specter" because it is pure 
white, and iu going about at night has 
a striking and ghostlike appearance. 
Other kinds are black, with bands of 
yellov/ and red—in fact, they aro very 
stail-iiif! locking animals. 
Roughly 


speaking, they aro divided into two 
groups—tho long tailed aud the short 
ailed. Tho latter do notsurvivc cnp- 
ivity for any length of time, but the 
or.g tailed ones havo been brought to 
Surono and havo bson induced to breed 
u cages, especially n peculiar ring tail- 
ed species. 


There vised to be lemurs iu North 


America Ions ages before man appeared 
on this continent. Professor Cope, the 
famous paleontologist, found the skull of 
one iu Colorado a'few years ago. Ho 
regards it aa tho most precious object in 
his great collection of fossils. Tho skull . 
i:i not bigger than n i-quirrel's. Auuto- 
mists classify animals by their teeth 
more accurately than in any other way. 
Tho jaws of this email lemur aro pro- 
vided with a dentition so surprisingly 
humanlike that one might actually ira- 
agiuo tho teeth to be those of a minia- 
ture man. 
It is thought that tho lemurs may 


havo originated on the American conti- 
nent nud spread westward to Asia over 
a land ronto which has since disap- 
peared. That is only o speculative tho- 


I ory. It is practically certain that there 
was anciently a land connection between 
Madagascar and Africa. A groat geo- 
logical convulsion having separated tho 
island from tho mainland, tho lemurs iu 
Madagascar found conditions favorable 
t'ov their survival, while elsewhere they 
disappeared. Thus it cornea itbont that 
this Btrango group of mammals is re- 
stricted to Madagascar toel;;y. They ure 
very monkeyliko. 
In fact, ilioy raighs 


be called low down monkeys., Tbf-y lrvn 
in trees mid feed on frnits and inip;-te. 


Tho lemurs wandered about in flwifs. 


By moans of their strong hiiiti lw they 
are ablo to leap from treo to Ire o dis- 
tances of ten i'ect or rn'oro, BO that Ibsy 
look ns if they were flyr.ig. OcciisioiKu.y 
they betake themselves to tho ground, 
walking for short ppaoea erect and wav- 
ing their amis over their heads in such 
a way aa to present a reiimrkabloefioot. 
Toward nightfall tho forests resrjv.iid 
with their startled cries. They cut t.:c 
eggs of birds when they cau gat ih>-_n. 
Though disposed by iiatnro k> bn rhy, 
tht-y are quito harmless and tamahlo (o 
BGSKO extent iu captivity. 


At night the woods of Mnda?:;vscar 


aro vocal with the wailiuy erics of the 
lemurs, which Bound like tho lajuoiita- 
tioijsof human beings in distress.

One Pound of Coal on a Steamship. 
The value of a pound of coal at dif- 


ferent epochs of steamship evolution, as 
Kiveu by Mr. A. J. McGinnis, president 
of tho Liverpool Engineering society, 
has been as follows: In 1840 a pound of 
coal propelled a displacement weight at 
578 ton 8 knots; but the earning weight 
was only one-tenth of this, 90 per cent 
of tho displacement representing the 
hull, machinery aud fuel. In 1850, with 
irou vessels aud the screw propeller, a 
displacement weight of .0 ton was pro- 
celled 9 knots by n pound of coal; but 
the proportion of cargo had risen to 27 
per cent, or .16 ton. In 1800, with 
higher boiler pressure and tho surface 
condenser, . .83 
ton displacement was 


propelled 10 knots, and the cargo was 
33 percent, or.37 ten. In 1870, after 
the compound engine had come into 
ise 1.8 tons displacement was propelled 
0 knots, aud here the cargo formed 50 
jer cent of the whole, being .9 ton. In
